Houston, June 25.—(?)—The eve 
of the democratic national convention 
found prohibition thrust forward as 
the chief stumbling block toward com- 
plete harmony.

turned into a battle ground for a 
final determination of the question. 

Divided into three camps, one ultra- 
dry, another declaring for a wet 
plank, and a third favoring an inter- 
mediate course—the approval! of a law 
enforcement plank—it was admitted 
by practically all that the question 
overshadowed all others demanding at- 
tention. 


Drys Are at Work. 

From early morning until long aft- 
er nightfall the drys were at work, 

most unceasingly. Starting off with 
» breakfast rally, the group broke up 
into sections, One adjourned to the 
First Baptist church for an all-day 
session, while another retired to a 
conference room in one of the city’s 
hotels to draft a plank calling for 
the nomination of candidates who are 
dry by “their utterances, acts and 
records.”’

James Cannon, Jr., of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, and Dr. Ed- 
win C, Dinwiddie, a former superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
will be presented to the resolutions 
committee as carrying the indorse- 
ment of 30-odd national dry organi- 
zations.

Washington, June 235.—(#)—Geor- 
ia’s export trade declined more than 

per cent in value during 1927 as 
compared with the year before, it was 
revealed in figures made public here 
today by the United States depart- 
ment of commerce. 


Exports from the state during 1927 
were valued at $105,646,330, it was 
reported, as compared with $114,024,- 
373 for 1926. 

Raw cotton, valued at $78,235,901. 

was said to have ranked first in or- 
der of value among the commodities 
shipped from Georgia to foreign mar- 
kets during the year. Exports of 
rosin were valued at $11,568,988, [fol- 
lowed in order by turpentine, $5.155,- 
654; cotton cloth, $2,009,482: boards, 
planks and scantlings, $1,378,401: 
wood manufacturers, $781,327; non- 
metallic mineral products, $741,166: 
cottonseed cake, $633,744; cotton, 
yarn, thread and cordage, $427,757, 
and cotton mill waste, $416,400. 
Included among the other diversi- 
fied commodities exported from the 
State during 1927 were said to have 
been the following: 
_ Pork, fish, other animals and ani- 
mal products (edible and inedible), 
fruits and preparations, vegetable oils 
and fats (edible), sugur, leaf tobacco, 
cotton hosiery, logs and hewn timber, 
metals and manufactures, sugar-mill 
machinery, chemicals and related 
products,

In the face of 
predictions, which call for fall in the 
upper reaches of the White and a 
slight rise at Georgetown, the situation 
is not serious and is fairly well in 
hand, Washburn said.

The Day in Finance 


— 


Wall Street Pleased and Hope- 
ful at Attempt by France To 
Stabilize the Frane — Stock 
Market Undergoes Dull Day. 


New York, June 25.—(Special.)— 
Wall street is pleased, thankful and 


hopeful over the news that the French 
franc has at last been stabilized. The 
feeling here is that this developmnt 
marks the end of the world’s currency 
problems inherited from the war. 

Wall street wishes that stabiliza- 
tion of the French franc had come 
sooner but it-is realized that the delay 
has been caused by domestic political 
conditions in France. While Wall 
street took off its hat today for the 
rare skill shown by French leaders in 
handling this problem there was no ex- 
citement over today’s news because 
each step taken by France within the 
past two years has been mure or less 
anticipated. One of our best bankers 
here pointed out today that after the 
world war ended and England anid 
other countries had returned to a gold 
basis France had to continue another 
war to maintain the value of its franc. 
° Hopes for Success. 


Two years ago he pointed out steps 
were taken by the Bank of France 
to stabilize the france through opera- 
tions in the open market for French 
exchange; that hopes for success were 
based partly on these operations and 
partly on being able to keep the coali- 
tion government in office; that Voin- 
care was not sure it was safe to re- 
turn to a gold basis until after the elec- 
tion this May and until more gold was 
received to the amount sent by us 
to France since May. The feeling here 
is that business in all parts of the 
world will benefit by today’s news 
from France; also that while England 
may get some more gold from us in 
connection with her refunding, the big 
outward flow of gold from us starting 
nearly a year ago, has ended. 

There was no activity in the stock 
market today either on the part of 
professional traders or the big .out- 
side public. To noon the turn over 
was only a half million = shares 
against the recent pace of 2,000,000 or 
more for the first two hours. The 
stock market marked time to see what 
happened in the money market. 

Outlook on Money. 

Call money opened at 6 1-2 per 
cent. There was no change in time 
money. Early in the day members 
of stock exchange houses handling the 
money end of their business began to 
call out money brokers to get a line 
on the outlook. In each instance 
reply received was to the effect: 
you need money you had better ¢g 

This early advice proved good by 
noon the banks had called $15,000,000 
loans with money brokers reporting 
that no new money was coming in. 
Firmer money is expected before the 
end of this week which marks the 
turn of the half year with the year's 
second largest monthly money market 
requirements. 

On all sides in Wall street it is 
being recognized that there is much 
to be thankful for in getting the stock 
market down to its present pace and 
price level from the inflated condi- 
tion existing only a very few weeks 
ago. Many quick footed experienced 
traders, professional and semi-profes- 
sional, who got out of the stock 
market before the sharp decline in 
stock prices started are beginning to 
look around for something to buy. 

Liquidation is Seen. 

The feeling in the best banking cir- 
cles here today; however, is that while 
this may not be the time to get bear- 
ish stock marketwise, more liquidation 
is ahead and hence that there shouid 
be no hurry in again taking the long 
side of the stock market. 

It is being pointed out that while 
Wall street was recently experiencing 


| 


the biggest bull stock market in its 
history the bond market which had 
been declining since the beginning of 
the year continued to sell off in re- 
sponse to changing money market con- 
ditions. Turning its back on the bond 
market the public bought stocks on 
the theory that an abundance of easy 
money was ahead for years to come. 
The experience stock marketwise of 
the past few weeks proved this theory 
was wrong. In the meantime read- 
justment continues in the bond market 
in response to changed money market 
conditions. The best information here 
is that there are many unsold bonds 
brought out within the past year to 
be marketed foreshadowing further 
liquidation in the bond and stock mar-

Rockefellers not voting their stock 
but with all other stock voting favor- 
ing Stewart without a dissenting 
vote, 

Rockefeller now denies rumors that 
he has parted with any of his Stand- 
ard Oil stock and added “Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s position with reference to the 
desirability of a change in. the leader- 
ship of Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana has not changed.” Hence it ap- 
pears that Rockefeller and Stewart 
are both asking themselves the ques- 
tion raised by Harriman in the fight 
with Roosevelt “‘Where do I stand?” 

It appears that Rockefeller includ- 
ing his own 402,000 shares the 406, 
QOO shares of the Rockefeller founda- 
tion, the 30,000 shares of University 
of Chicago and the 500,000 shares held 
in trust for his two sisters owns 
only 14.9 per cent of the outstanding 
Standard Oil of Indiana stock. There 
are 55.000 shareholders with no in- 


cent and with the largest group hold- 
ings in the hands of employees.: It is 
a matter of common knowledge that 
Stewart tre:ts his employees well and 
that at the recent annual meeting 
every share of stock held by employees 
was voted in favor of his remaining 
as chairman. The stock not held by 
Rockfellers directly or by employees 
is widely scattered in small lots. The 
next move appears up to Rockefeller. 
From the statement just issued he in- 
tends to do something. Knowing what 
Stewart has done for the company 
and where he stands with junior offi- 
cials and employees in raising wages 
offering opportunities to get stock 
cheap and jin declaring stock divi 
dends, etec., Wall street believes Rocke- 
feller will be kept busy getting enough 


proxies to oust Stewart. 


MERGER OF CHRYSLER 
AND DODGE ENJOINED 


New York, June 25.—(#)—Minority 
preference stockholders of Dodge 
Brothers, Ine., automobile manufac- 
turers, today obtained through their 
attorneys a temporary’ § injunction 
against a proposed merger of the 
Dodge and Chrysler Motor companies. 

Until determination of an applica- 
tion for an injunction pending litiga- 
tion, to be argued in supreme court 
tomorrow, the defendants are restrain- 
ed from transferring the assets of the 
Dodge company to the Chrysler com- 
pany. 

The order granted today is directed 
against those two corporations ani 
Dillon, Read & Co., present owners of 
the Dodge company and proponents of 
the merger plan. The transfer of 
Dodge assets was contemplated to fol- 
low the deposit of a sufficient amount 
of the Dodge stock, attorneys for the 
plaintiffs said, and today was the last 
day set for such deposit. 

‘he action, they explained, is based 
on the contention that Dillon, Read & 
Co., who hold all the voting stock of 
the Dodge corporation, proposed to 
transfer the Dodge assets without re- 
gard to the right of the preference 
stockholders to receive $105 a share for 
their holdings on a dissolution of the 
company or liquidation of its assets.

Weekly Export Review 
Of English Cotton Market 


Manchester, England, June 14.— 
(By Mail.) —During the past few days 
& more encouraging tone has prevailed 
throughout the market. The cloth in- 


quiry has broadened, and the outlook 
for business in certain quarters can 
be described as rather better. The po- 
sition of most spinners and manufac- 
turers, however, remains very unsatis- 
factory and it is extremely difficult 
for sellers to secure prices that are 
worth having. It is no wonder, there- 
fore, that the question of reinstitut- 
ing short-time working in the Ameri- 
can spinning section has again 
cropped up. A meeting between repre- 
sentatives of the Cotton Yarn asso- 
ciation and the Master Spinners’ fed- 
eration will be held in Manchester on 
Monday next when the federation will 
be asked ‘to ballot members as_ to 
whether they are in favor of again 
commencing organized curtailment of 
production. 
Schemes Have Failed. 

These schemes, however, have been 
tried in the past and have proved un- 
successful owing to the disloyalty of 
members, and it is considered extreme- 
ly doubtful whether full unanimity 
can be obtained on this ‘particular 
question. 

The genera] inquiry in piece goods 
has shown some expansion, and al- 
though actual business has been 
patchy rather freer buying has taken 
place. Merchants with connections in 
India have reported a big demand 
from the other side, especially in tight 
fabrics and some fair sales have tak- 
en place. There has also been more 
inquiry in light whites, prints, fan- 
cies and grey and white shirtings, but 


been less satisfactory. Some tentative 
bids have been about in bleached 
shirtings and printed and dyed goods 
for the Far East. Rather more de- 
mand has been met with for Singa- 
pore. 

There has been very little mention 
of business for Egypt and the Near 


East. 
Orders Reported. 

Some useful orders have been re- 
ported for the west coast of Africa 
and South America, principally in 
printing and finishing styles. Restrict- 
ed operations have occurred for the 
continent. Rather improved reports 
have been received from the home 
trade section. More ‘favorable clear- 
ances are now taking place in the re- 
tai] establishments. There has not been 
any flow of orders in American yarns 
for home use. Order lists are lighter 
than two or three weeks ago. Quota- 
tions in Egyptian yarns have contin- 
ued steady. Most users, however, have 
restricted their purchases. . 

At the annual meeting of the Cot- 
ton Yarn association held in Manches- 
ter on Tuesday, John L. Tattersall, 
the president, referred to the big 
losses which were being experienced 
by spinners of American yarns. He 
revealed that every pound of yarn was 
being sold at a loss. These _ losses, 
added to the . losses of the’ mills 
stopped, amounted to the enormous 
sum of 1,100 pounds a working hour 
purely on wages and running expenses 
and in addition the loss on deprecia- 
tion amounted to 1,400 pounds a 
working hour.
